The New York Giri Who Fell in Love 
with a Millionaire.

Amid the rush and swirl of events and grand 
achievements in this country, we are apt to 
become se lost in admiration of ourselves as a 
people as to wholly overlook some startling 
changes appearing in the political manifesta- 
tions of our national character. It may not 
be easy to realize that there was a not very 
remote time when capacity for organizing and 
successfully conducting great money-making 
combinations in politics was not regarded as 
identical with the highest order of statesman- 
ship, and when the training and qualities of a 
successful job-booster were not recognized as 
fitting a mar pre-eminently for wholesome 
and faithfa! public service: Men still living, 
however, and not very old ones, either, re- 
member when our Presidents went afoot or 
rode on horseback and died leaving modest 
estates not perceptibly increased by lifelong 
public service; when Senators, like NaTHAN- 
IKL MACON, spent the intervals between ses- 
sions working on their farms; when great men 
like HAMILTON, MaDISON, CLaY, WEBSTER 
and: BENTON were so absorbed in the work of 
building up the mighty fabrie of our present 


Union that they lost sight of their own pri- 


vate interests and were always impecunious, 
put above the suspicion of being influenced 
by private considerations in public affairs.

hot flues and super-heated steam do the

The Lieutenant-General Commanding 
the English Army in Kgypt. 


Sir Garnet Wolseley has been apvointed to 
the command of the British land forces in 
Egypt, an honor merited by his distinguished 
capacity as a soldier, as exhibited in many in- 
stances. His rankin the British army is that 
of Adjutant-General of the Forces. It was 
conferred on the 1st of April, 1882. Sir Gar- 
net Joseph Wolseley comes of an old Stafford - 
hire family, the Wolseleys of Wolseley Hall. 
His father, Major G. J. Wolseley, was of 
Golden Bridge House, County Dublin, where 
the subject of our present memoir was born 
on June 4, 1833 In March, 1852, he entered 
the army, and very soon after smelt powder. 
for in 1852, as ensign, he took part in the 
Burmese War, and led the storming party up 
on Mvat-toon, where he was shot duwn by a 
ball which tore away the muscle and flesn of 
the leftthizgh. He was thus compelled to re- 
turn to England, though his name was al- 
ready mentioned in the dispatches. When 
the Russian War broke out he was ready for 
active service, and in December of 1854 anded 
in the Crimea with the Ninetieth Light In- 
fantry, and from that time until the fall of 
Sebastopol he served in the trenches as 
an assistant engineer. In the work of the 
trenches, in the attack on the Quarries, in the 
assault of qune 18, and in the third, fourth 
and fifth bombardment of Sebastopol, young 
Wolseley rendered such conspicuous 
service that we find his name fre- 
quently mentioned in the dispatches, but on 
the 30th of August, whilst in charge of the 


advanced sap, and during a sortie of the Rus- 
sians, be received such injuries to his head 
and face from splinters of stone caused by a 
round shot striking a gabion, that not only 
was he compelled to retire on the sick list, 
but his eyesight was considered for some 
time to bein peril. But this calamity was 
averted, and he once more j»ined his regi. 
ment, and was wrecked ia 1857 in the Straits 
of Banca whilst proceeding in H. M. S. Transit 
to China. During the Ind an mutiny he toon 
part in the relief of Lucknow, at the siege and 
vapture of the same placc,. and at the 
defense of the Aiumbagh by Sir James 
Outram, together with the several 
engagements which took place in connection 

with that struggle. After this he was in Oude 
with Sir Hope Grant, to whoseiforce he acted 
as Quariermaster-General. He continued to 

serve in India duriag 1858 and 1859, and in 

1860 served upon the Quartermaster-General’s 
staff during the Chine-e, War, and was present 
at the taking of the Taku forts. Colonel 

Wolseley was vent to Canada during the 

period when difficulties were threatened with 


the Uuited States, owing to the ak- 
fair of the Trent, and  afterwarde 
visited the Confederate camp. In 


December, 1862, the ironbles with the Red 
River Settlement broke out, which gave him 
more active work. It was, however, his con- 
duet of the Ashantee war ‘that brought Sir 
Garnet Wolseley so prominently before the 
public. The coursge, determination and, 
above all, the excelle t generalship with which 
this enterprise was conducted, are well 
known. For these services Sir Garnet 
Wolseley received the thank of both Houses 
of Parliament, a grant of £25,000 and an offer 
ofa Baronetcy, which later was, however, 
declined. 

In 1875, Sir Garnet went on a special mis- 
sion to Natal. After some months’ sojoura 
as ad interim Governor of Natal, he re urn- 
ed to England, and was mde a member of 
the Indian Council until 1878, when he re- 
tired to undertake the du je- of H:gh Com- 
missioner and Commander-in Chief of the 
Island of Cyprus, in May,1879. After the 
Islandhwana disaster Sir Garnet 
Wolseley was selecied to under- 
take the command of the forces in South 
Africa, and though tbe Zuiu war was practi- 
cally over on bis arrivii, yet be used all the 
powers he possessed to se'tie the questions 
relating thereto. From 1874 to 1876 he was 
Inspector General of the auxiliar forces, 
during which veriod he made himself bopu- 
lar with the volunteer soldiers of the Dniied 
Kingdom. Sir Garnet wa- married in 1887 to 
Louisa, daughter of A Erskine, Esq. He has 
beem rewarded with many tities.

Eeventh, Twenty-first, Taenty- second, 
i weot;—fourth and Twenty- fifth wards, all 
of St. Louis county except St. Ferdinand 
township, and the counties of Jefferson, 
Washington, St. Francois, Ste. Genevieve, 
Maddison, Iron, Reynoids and Perry. 

The Senatorial districts are apportioned as 
follows:

No dangerous effects being indicated oa the 
label, no particular danger is suspected, and 
by degrees the nabitue resorts to it until jt 
becomes a nightly necessity.

THE NILE RISE. 


What Egypt Depends On—A Descrip- 
tion of the Nilometer. 
From the London Teiegraph. 

Measuriug from the cataracts of the Syene, 
where the Nile enters Upper Egypt from 
Nubia, to the most northerly poiats of the 
deita, or Lower Ezypt, there are about six 
huodred miles of country, the settled popu- 
lation of which is peculiarly dependent upon 
the great river for very existence, and every 
ear swayed by hopes or bv fears as the wat- 
ers of the stream are sufficient or scarce or 
too abundant. The welfare of the Ezvptians 
is, in truth, intimately bound up with the an- 
nua! recurrences of a Natural phenomenon 
known as the Rising of the Nile,’? which 
bas to be taken into account in all matters 
aff-cting toem, and more especially to be con- 
jigjered in view of any military opera- 
tions to be carried out within the limits of the 
land of the Paaraohs. 

The delta, or Lower Egypt. is that part of 
the country most likely to be affected by the 
events of aa immediate future, aud therefore 
aay descriStion of what is termed the vai- 
ey of tue Nile“ may be dispensed with. The 
river, issuing from the valley afew miles 
north of Cairo, enters the low, wide plain, 
which, from its resemblance to the fourth 
letter of the Greek alphabet, received from 
that people the name of the deita. The 
stream divides itself into two branches, that 
f Ro-etta, or old Canopic, and that of Dam- 
lat, or Paatuitic. Between these two are 
numerous canals, large and smail, intersect- 
ing the country in every direction. Along 
the sea coast are the salt lakes or marshes, 
called Burios, communitating with the sea 


by an outlet, which is probably the 
same as the Sevennytic mouth of 
the ancient geographers and Menza- 
lah. Proceeding westward the Rosetta or 


Botbitine mouth is reached, which, with that 


of Dem at, are nowthe only two entrances 
from the sea iuto the Nile—accessible only to 
ma vessels, The river at R. setta g abont 
1 800 feet wide, and at Damiat neariy 800 feet. 
West of Rosetta a salt mar- called Lake 
E ko, has been formed, which communicates 
u One side with the Nile, and on the other 
with the sea, or Aboukir Bay. by an outlet 
which corresponds to the old Cauopic mouth. 
West of Luke E k» is the Like of Aboukir, 
which commiuuicates with the sea, aod ts 
div ded from Like Mareotis to the south west 
of it by .n isthmus, along which passes the 
cinal of Alexandria, kKuown asthe Mahbmou.- 
dieh Canal. This was used for the convey- 
ince of passengers by the overland route to 
India. From its mouth at Atfeh travelers 
vrveeeded along the N. e to Boutak, the por 
of Cairo, in -teamvats consiructed for the 
service, and thence across the desert ia cara 
vans to Suez.

Should he 
Ne rise a few feet above the cus'omary ele- 
Valiou, the jau dation sweeps away the mud- 
built c trages oft the feliaheea, drowns the 
caitie aud iInvoives the whole population 
in ruin. Again, shouidit fall short of the 
o dinary ne gut, bad crops and dearth are 
tbe consequences. The inundations, having 
remalued stationary for afew da s. devia to 
suoside and ab, ut he end of November most 
of ine fie ds are eft dry and covered witna 
fes iaver of rich brown slime; his is the 
time the lands are put under cultivation. 

During the wiuter ian Eug aud, «hien is the 
spriug, in Egvpt, the dea, as wel! as (he val- 
ley of the Nice, looks like a deiightful garden, 
smiling with verdure and biossom. Later in 
the vear the soil becomes parched and dusty, 
and in May the suffocating Kuamsin begins 
to blow frequently {rom the S un, sweeping 
along the fiue saod and causing various dis- 
eases until the rising of the river comes agaia 
ta -efresh the land. Showers are Very rare

in Ey: pt except on the seacoast; it rains oc- 
¢siguatly at Cairo, and sometimes in Uoper 
Egypt. The nights, however, are Covi, aad 
tic dews beavy. Strong winds blow from 
the north during the summer, at the period 
of the inundation, and are useful in propel- 
ling vessels up the Niie against ihe current. 

An extiemely low Nie is apt to produce 
disease both in man and beast. The humidity 
of the atmosphere Is privcipally controlied by 
the rise and fail of the stream. . Fozs prevail 
duriug the first two months of the receding 
ofthe waters. During May and Jude the 
Nite rem dus at Its lowest. In the middle of 
September, at its height, ail the canals are 
filed aud the water is aumitted into the 
fields. Such a surface materially ulters the 
temperature, and tight dews occur about sun- 
set al through the lower country. As the 
river falis, leaving the land wet and exposed 
to the action of the sun, exhalations arise 
which render the delta somewuat auhealthy, 
the prevailing dise.ses then being ophthaimia, 
dysentary, diarrhoea, and ague. By the mid- 
die of November tne river has retired within 
its bauks. 

The Nilometer used for the purpose of 
measuriog the heignbt of the Nile is situated 
on the Island of Roda, opposite old Cairo. It 
consists of a square well or chamber, in the 
center of which is a graduated piiiar divided 
into seventeen cubits, each about 21 7-16 
inches long. Owing tothe elevation of the 
ved of the Nile the relative proportion of the 
rise of water has been altered, and it now 
vasses about one cubit and two-thirds above 
the highest part of tne column. The state of 
the stream is prociaimed in the streets of 
Cairo during the inundation every day by 
several criers, to each of whom a particular 


district is alloted. From 24 feet to26 feet may 


be taken as the o dinary maximum of the rise 
at Cairo.

THE TUILERIES. 


The History of King, Emperor and Peo- 
ple Under Charred Ruins. 
From the Giobe. 


Visitors to Paris will in a few years seek in 
vain for the ruins of the Tuileries, built on 
the plan of the Sablonnieres, and deriving its 
name from the kilns which surrounded the 
bouse of the Sire de Villeroy, pulled down 
afterward to make room for the chateau 
Catherine de Medecis built wben she retused 
to reside within the precincts of the Louvre. 
Guide books and historians will tell the 
tale of the Tuileries. Cicironi will point 
tothe secret passage which leads to the 
Place de la Concorde and served to protect 
the fight of Louls Philippe and the Empress 
Eugenie. M. Francisque Sarcey will be able 
to tell future generations all about the palace 
where the guests of the Empire had met, 
where many a stirring incident hed taken 
place, and the cChronicies of which have been 
banded down in the secret memoirs of Meri- 
mee, Which are to be.published shortly. The 
history of King, Emperor and people is under 
tbe charred ruins which are to be carted away. 
There is the picture painted by Meissonnier, 
limned con amore, which is to be hung up in 
the museum tne cityof Paris will erect on 
the site of the Tuileries. The painting 
will recail the rnins, and show the tumbling 
Wuils of the chapel, which was used as a 
piacz of meeting oy the members of the con- 
veation, and where the dead Committee of 
Public Safety neld its assizes. Louis XVI. 
left the Tuileries to go to the Temple, and he 
was guillotined in front of the palace on the 
Place de la Revolution. R»>be-pierre, with 
his jaw all bleeding, was taken to the Tuiler 
ies before be was pursued to the scaffold 
amid the shouts of execration of those who 
dreaded him when he was all powerful. Ar- 
chitecis bave examined the walls of .the 
Tuiieries, and have arrived at the conclusion 
that the whole of the building must eme 
down, and as the people do not care to re- 
build anew place, the idea put forward by 
Janin in 1830 will be cirried out, and a mu- 
seum will bide from future visitors to Paris 
the blackened stone which attests the hor- 
rors of a civil war. 

@ Offers have been made to the Government 
for the di=posai of th: ruiiss of tae Luileries. 
Certain sanguine speculators proposed to 
form compautes for the purpose of excavat- 
ing and discovering treasures they feit cer- 
tain were hidden. Au Enagiishman wanted 
to pull down the buiidiaog at his own cost, 
without any expense to the Government, on 
condition that he might be allowed to dis- 
pose as he liked of the materials and any- 
thing he might fiad. This proposition was 
deciiaed, and the promoters think that the 
refusal of the stranger’s offer confirms the 
opinions they have entertained as to the 
secret treasures.

River and Harbor Bills. 
f From the Spriogfieli Republican. 


May, 1826, and made ‘the first appropriation 
of government to improve a navigable river, 
although something had been done before to 
improve harbors and survey rivers. The 
Wbig3 were generally in favor of internal 
improvements, while the Democrats op- 
posed them. President Jackson took a mid- 
die course, but discouraged appropriations 
for the purpose. Many bilis were passed in 
his day authorizing States to levy tonnage 


dues and improve their own harbors. 
Still Congress did something, and in 
1831, When an item for the Mississippi 


was under consideration somebody asked 
how long the appropriations, would be neces- 
sary, and Davy Crockett promptly answered, 
“As long asthe river runs.” Polk vetoed 
two river and harbor bills, and took such 
decided ground against measures of the kind 
that a river and harbor convention was held 
in Chicago in 1846, to which Lewis Cass, then 
Democratic candidate for the presidency, 
wrotea letter cautiously approving internal 
improvements. The Whigs elected Tayior, 
however, and their policy ia the matter 
was carried out until Pierce came in 
* an anti-improvement platform iu 
1863. Pierce vetoed pretty much every bill 
looking to internal improvements. Buchanan 
did the same, and then came the war, which 
brought everything of the kind to a stand- 
still, and it was not until 1866 that a 
systematic river and harbor bill was passed, 
introduced by Eliot, of Massachusetts, as 
chairman of the Commerce Committee. This 
bill appropriated $3,700,000, and since then a 
bill bus been passe every vear, 1869 and 1878 
excepted. Ia [869 the bill got nung up.“ 
and in 1878 there was alot of money leit from 
previous appropriations. The amounts voted 
ran from $2,090 099 in 1870 to the enormous 
figures of $11,500,000 last and .$18,743,875 
this year, and the total since the war is 
about $100,000 ,000.

There was 
nothing remarkable abou: the appearance, 
except that it looked desolate, aud Was as 
pare and ugly is couid be. It was very oid, 
probably fifty years sines the back part Was 
built; it Was of frame, brown with age, part 
of it guaing to decay. I: leaned to one side, 
and the upper story jutted ont ove. the first, 
I remember thinking that it looked like a 
drunken man tr ing to hold himself upright.

The Hotchkiss, family in 
moving in the neichborobod, finding it difficult 
to rent, took the “Brown and re- 
paired a few of the rooms, enough for their 
use, leaving the rest to go to decay. Expect- 
— to build soon, they made no effort to 
brighten up the place, but just made 4t do as 
it was. I had heard some of the strange ra- 
mors about the place, but had no belief in 
them, and was not in the least afraid. I had 
never known what it meant to be nervous,“ 
and went to bed at nigut as often in the dark 
and with as little fear as with a tight. 

I found the Hotchkiss family to consist of 
Mr. Hotchkiss, his wife and mother and two 
daughters— Rebecca, about my age, and Jane, 
two years older. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hotchkiss slept down stairs 
in a little room leading out of the kitchen, 
which was dining-room as well. Grand- 
mother’s’’ room opened by one door into the 
kitchen and another Inio the hall, or entry, 
as they called it in those days. This entry 
Was a long, Darrow passage, having a steep 
flizht of stairs on one side leading to the 
chambers above, one of which was used by the 
girls as a sleeping-room. It had a door in 
front, which was not used, having a rusty bar 
of iron across it, and led also from the back 
into an unused portion of the house. The 
family only used the entry as a passage to the 
giris’ room above. 

There being no window in the place, it was 
dark, and i* was so little used not much care 
seemed to be taken to keep it clean—at least 
so I thought when I saw the large cobwebs 
that hung over the unvsed door and in the dark 
corners.

I couid 
hear nothing,see nothing, only felt this ter- 
rible thing crushing me dowu. I tried to 
pray, but I could only move my iips witha 
silent prayer for heip.
